Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Rural  District  during  the  year  1937. 

The  Report  is  to  have  certain  special  features  in 
accordance  with  the  Minister  of  Health’s  Circular  No.  1650. 

During  the  year  an  Enquiry  by  an  Inspector  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  been  held  on  May  5th  to  May  7th. 
Evidence  was  heard  concerning  Clearance  Areas,  of  which 
there  were  43  listed,  involving  the  demolition  of  218  houses. 
Approval  for  the  demolition  of  all  these  houses  was  received 
in  November.  These  were  in  addition  50  individual  demoli- 
tion orders.  These  have  not  been  contested.  The  total 
number  of  houses  which  will  be  demolished  number  268. 
Four  have  been  demolished  by  the  end  of  1937. 

In  October  of  this  year  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1936 
Section  269  came  into  operation.  This  is  an  important  section 
of  the  Act,  especially  to  our  Rural  District.  It  gives  ample 
powers  to  the  Council  to  control  Camping  Grounds.  There 
are  15  Camps  in  the  District.  There  are  By-laws,  passed  in 
1936,  and  now  in  operation  for  the  control  of  Tents,  Vans, 
Sheds  and  similar  structures.  The  Council  thus  has  control 
both  of  Camping  Grounds  and  of  the  structures  thereon  and  a 
steady  improvement  in  the  Sanitary  condition  of  Camps  can 
be  anticipated  therefore. 

These  then  are  the  two  most  important  events  which 
have  occured  in  the  Public  Health  of  this  District  during  1937. 
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Hospital  and  Sanatorium  Provision. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  these  services  during  the 

year. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  by  the 
North  Riding  Laboratory  at  Scarborough. 

Blood  Tests  (W.R.)  are  carried  out  at  the  University 
College  at  Hull.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water. — The  villages  of  Flamborough,  Hunmanby, 
Flixton,  Folkton  and  Muston  have  a pipe  supply  of  water 
from  Waterworks  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Rural  Council. 
All  other  villages  have  a pipe  supply,  by  the  Regional  Water 
Scheme  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Bridlington  Cor- 
poration. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  examined  bacteriologically, 

Rivers  and  Streams. —There  are  two  streams  in  the 
area,  namely  the  Gypsey  Race  and  Muston  Beck. 

Sewerage  Disposal. — There  is  no  change  from  last 
year.  The  Flamborough  Sewerage  Scheme  after  undergoing 
numerous  alterations  has  not  yet  received  the  approval  of  the 
expert  advisers  at  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Public  Cleansing. — The  scavenging  in  the  parishes  of 
Flamborough  and  Hunmanby  is  carried  out  by  contract. 
The  other  villages  have  no  arrangements  for  scavenging, 
and  in  consequence  a good  many  tins  may  be  seen  scattered 
about. 


Closet  Accommodation. — Fifteen  conversions  of  pail 
closets  to  water  closets  were  carried  out. 

Schools. — These  have  now  a pipe  supply  of  water. 

Epidemics. — There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the 
District. 

Bed  Bugs  . — No  action  was  necessary  for  the  eradica- 
tion of  these  parasites. 

Swimming  Baths. — None  in  the  Rural  area.

Work  carried  out  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  four  Housing  Inspections  were 
made  during  the  year  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve 
notices  on  145  premises  calling  for  repairs  to  be  carried  out. 
The  informal  notices  served  were  generally  complied  with  and 
it  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  formal  notices  or  take 
legal  proceedings. 

On  May  5th,  1937,  the  Ministry  of  Health  held  an 
Inquiry  at  the  Town  Hall,  Bridlington,  dealing  with  43 
Clearance  Areas  which  had  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  for  confirmation. 

At  a later  date  the  Minister  of  Health  confirmed  the 
whole  of  the  Clearance  Orders  submitted  by  the  Council. 
The  total  number  of  houses  to  be  demolished  in  the  District

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FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  236  Cowkeepers,  Producers  and  Wholesale 
Traders  on  the  Register,  26  at  e also  Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk 
one  Producer  is  Licensed  for  Grade  “A”  T.T.  Milk. 

During  the  year  165  inspections  of  Cowsheds  have 
been  made  and  as  a result  of  these  inspections  the  following 
infringements  were  dealt  with  : —

Twenty  five  Samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  fourteen 
samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  showing  a high 
Bacterial  Count  and  B.  Coli  infection  present  in  1/100  c.c. 
In  each  case  the  producer  was  warned  and  instructions  given 
for  clearer  methods  of  Milking  to  be  carried  out. 

Once  again  [ have  found  it  impossible  to  devote  the 
lime  I should  have  liked  to  have  done  to  this  very  important 
section  of  my  duties. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspections. 

There  are  ten  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District.  Seven 
Registered  Slaughter-houses  and  three  Licensed  Slaughter- 
houses. 

The  number  of  Meat  Shops  in  the  District  is  nine. 
Generally  speaking  the  premises  are  kept  in  a satisfactory 
condition,  and  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924, 
are  complied  with. 

The  number  of  Licensed  Slaughter-men  registered  as 
required  by  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  is  nineteen, 
and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Act. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  are  complied  with  by  the 
Butchers  with  regard  to  using  the  Humane  Killer  for  stunning 
the  Animals. 

Considerable  importance  is  attached  to  this  work  and 
as  much  time  as  possible  is  devoted  to  it. 
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The  number  of  visits  made  to  Slaughter-houses  and 
Food  Shops  during  the  year  was  448.

The  Work  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  household 
refuse  and  emptying  of  Pail  Closets  and  Privies  is  carried  out 
by  coniract  in  the  Parishes  of  HUNMANBY  and  FLAM- 
BOROUGH.  The  adoption  of  similar  Schemes  in  the 
Parishes  of  SKIPSEA,  BEMPTON,  FOLKTON, 
MUSTON  and  ULROME,  where  no  system  of  refuse 
removal  is  in  operation  would  be  of  considerable  benefit. 

Eighty  complaints  were  received  during  the  Year, 
each  case  was  investigated  and  the  appropriate  action  taken.

During  the  Year  One  hundred  and  eighty  two  visits  and 
inspections  have  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  this  work.
